The German staff announces that 
the Germans are established in a part 
of La Boiselle, that French trenches in 
the Argonne have been taken and that 
the French had advanced to the Ger­ 
man trenches in the L a Petrie district, 
where fighting continued. 
A British 
eyewitness takes occasion to deny re­ 
ports of a big British success near La 
Bassee, saying that no attack has been 
made on the trenches which were re­ 
ported as captured from the Germans. 
The French in a resume of opera 
tlons from Jan. r> to 15 say that the 
advances in upper Alsace have beeu 
maintained; 
that the German offen 
sive at Soissons has been checked and 
that German attacks in the Argonne 
have failed. 
Tennis nets were used In Flanders 
as a protection against German hand 
grenades. 
High water In the Aisne is 
given as the cause of the retirement at 
Soissons. 
The Russians, according to the re­ 
port of their general staff, are success­ 
fully continuing their campaign against 
the Germans in central Poland. 
The 
Russians are moving in force from the 
north with the object of severing Ger­ 
man communications based on Thorn 
and extending along the upper Vistula 
river. 


Russians Making Headway. 


The Germans in 
Poland are now 
holding a front line which may be de­ 
scribed as a gigantic triangle with its 
apex in the district fronting on W ar 
saw, its sides running from there to 
Thorn and Tarnow respectively, and 
its base extending, in a rough way. 
from Thorn to Tarnow. 
The present 
object of the Russian seems to be to 
break through this formation to the 
northwest near the base and at Thorn 
and to the southeast near the base 
angle at Tatlhow. 
W ith in this triangle large forces of 
‘Jermans are being manipulated hur­ 
riedly to meet pressure at the different 
•oints upon which the Russian attacks 
are concentrated 
It is notable that 
the German offensive has, during the 
oast two weeks, been unable to alter

South of the triangle the fighting be- 
' ween the Austrians and the Russians 
is proceeding without decisive result 
except in the Carpathians, where Cos- 
acks are still pouring in large num­ 
bers through the passes.

ITALY PUSHING HER 
ORGANIZED RELIEF 


Al l Energi es 
Bei ng Di rected 


to Rescue Work. 


Rome. Jan . 19.— The task of relief is 
now. in the midst of the terrible condi­ 
tions throughout the area devastated 
by last Wednesday’s earthquake, more 
than ever, the big problem confront­ 
ing the government authorities and 
the thousands of private citizens vrjU«> 
have volunteered for the work. 
Civil 
and clerical dignitaries have given up 
for the time being their efforts to raise 
funds to maintain the sufferers and, 
impelled by the cries for help which 
are heard in almost every quarter, all 
hands are digging frantically to save 
those w ho may still be alive. 
Before the temporary abandonment 
of the efforts to raise relief funds the 
people throughout Italy had responded 
nobly to the needs of the situation. 
The pope has received $4.000,000 aud 
the government has acknowledged as 
much again. 
A great deal of this mon­ 
ey will be employed in the work of re­ 
habilitating small business men and 
farm ers whose possessions have been 
destroyed and whose futures w ill be 
hopeless w ithout means to re-establish 
themselves. 
Conservative estimates 
place the damage to property in the 
ruined area at close to $1 0 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
with every report causing the neces­ 
sity of an upward revision. 
Lieutenant General Marini has been 
sent to command the 20,000 soldiers at 
Avezzano. 
The number of dead in that 
one district alone probably will reach 
20,000. and at least 10,000 were injured 
and 20.000 more are foodless and in 
need of assistance. 
In a general way the relief work is 
now organizing in satisfactory fashion. 
In Avezzano 300 bodies have been re 
covered and efforts are being made to 
save a score more who have given evi­ 
dence by feeble cries that they still are 
living.

had perished in fires. 


PRAYERS OF CHRISTENDOM 


Pope Asks That They 
Be 
Directed 


Toward Return of Peace. 


Rome, Jan. 19.— The pope has set 
Feb. 7 and March 21 as days to be de­ 
voted 
by Catholic clergy and 
laity 
throughout Christendom to special ser­ 
vices and prayers for the restoration 
of peace. 
Services are to be held on 
the. first date in every Catholic church 
in Europe. 
Sunday, March 21, w ill be 
the day for special services in churches 
in all parts of the world except in 
Europe. 
The pope’s decree exhorts clergy­ 
men and their flocks on these dates not 
only to attend the special services of 
tire day, but by prayer, acts of m ortifi­ 
cation and self-denial Invoke God to 
restore tranquility to a world now suf­ 
fering expiation for its sins. 
W ith th*' decree is a special prayer 
composed by Pope Benedict himself, to 
be said at the peace mass. The prayer, 
which has been translated into seven 
languages, consists of a fervent invo­ 
cation for peace and implores God to 
banish the discord, the fierce hatreds 
and horrible havoc of Europe and mer­ 
cifully to restore peace. 
Pope 
Benedict’s 
prayer concludes 
with a supplication for the mothers 
and children of the warring countries 
and beseeches God's pity for ruined 
Europe and a return of peace and tran­ 
quility with the help and protection 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary.

a number of persons already have been 
executed in the capital for alleged in 
fractions of m artial law. 
Business ha- 
been suspended and the populace is 
said to be exhibiting the greatest ner­ 
vousness 
over 
the 
prospects. 
The 
chief anxiety of the public is due to 
the uncertainty as to which faction 
will succeed to the control of affairs 
there. 
The fact that thousands of 
troops are reported to have aecompan 
ied Gutierrez and three members of 
his cabinet in their flight adds to the 
uneasiness, as only a small garrison is 
left for the defense of the capital in 
case General Obregon should attack. It 
is said the treasury was emptied be­ 
fore the exodus. 


Worse Is Yet to Come. 


Officials here regard as very dis­ 
couraging the reported plan of the 
V illa Zapata convention to constitute 
itself as the active ruling power in 
Mexico. 
Under this program it is be­ 
lieved it will be impossible to get a 
strong man for the presidency and 
that the control of the administration 
by the convention cannot fail to lead 
to more chaotic conditions than now 
exist. 
A dispatch from Guadalajara reports 
that after three days of fighting the 
attempt of the Carranzistas to take 
that city resulted in failure and that 
the Constitutionalist forces have re­ 
tired twenty-two miles. 
The Carranza 
forces control the territory south of 
the Guadalajara district to the Pacific 
coast and are said to be wrell equipped 
and supplied. 
From Mazatlan it is said tnat rail­ 
road bridges have been burned be­ 
tween Mazatlan and Navajo and that 
fighting is going on at the latter place. 
The evacuation of Monterey by the 
Carranza forces also is reported. 


VILLA IN MEXICAN CAPITAL 


He Expect« to Take Charge In Present 
Crisis. 


E l Paso. Jan. 19.— Although the plan 
against the Carranza army In northern 
Mexico is not being relaxed in the 
least, all spare V illa troops are being 
rushed from both the north and east 
to Mexico City. 
W hether General 
V illa personally 
has reached the Mexican capital is not 
known in E l Paso, but he is expected 
early to take command. 
If he ami Za­ 
pata have completely broken, as seems 
to be the case, V illa will undoubtedly 
remain in the national capital for the 
present. 
Because of his desire to lead 
the campaigns against the Carranzis­ 
tas, it is said Villa plans bringing Gen­ 
eral Angeles, his chief of artillery, to 
the capital to become provisional pres­ 
ident.

New York, Jan. 19.— To make an in­ 
vestigation of the Rockefeller founda­ 
tion, the Carnegie foundation and the 
Sage foundation and other philanthrop- | 
ic 
undertakings, 
the 
United 
States 
Commission on 
Industrial 
Relations 
has come to New York. 
It already 
has laid the groundwork for its in­ 
quiry by questioning witnesses as to 1 
the causes of the present industrial 
unrest, an unrest, which the commis- j 
sion believes is attributabale to the j 
same causes that have made possible j 
the acquisition of those great fortunes 
upon which these philanthropic insti- i 
tutions have been established. 
The avowed purpose of the inquirj 
is to determine whether or not these j 
foundations and the conditions whicn j 
made them possible are not inimical to 
the fundamental theories upon which | 
the government of the I'ntted States I 
was based. 
Its purpose as disclosed 
by the questions and attitude ol the 
commissioners is to determine wheth­ 
er or not there can he evolved either 
by statute or by judicial decision a 
system of industrial 
supervision or 
management that will insure a more 
equitable division of the fruits of in- j 
dustry. 
In other words, the commission was j 
appointed 
to discover a method of 
democratizing industry, to give em- j 
ployes not only a larger share in the 
wealth which they help to produce, but 
also to give them a voice in the deter­ 
mination of how and under w hat condi­ 
tions they shall produce it. 
The object 
is to lessen the distance between the 
employer and employe and the testi­ 
mony was essentially on the point that 
to do this absentee ownership must be 
abolished and employment must imply 
participation in management.

Clarke of Indianapolis has introduced 
in the senate a bill giving the health 
authorities of the state jurisdiction to 
condemn dwellings that in their opin­ 
ion are infected with disease. 
The measure seeks to confer on the 
health 
authorities 
the 
same 
power 
over dwellings that might be infested 
with disease as the present law gives 
the state department of inspection and 
local building inspectors over struc­ 
tures that are improperly built from 
an architectural standpoint. 
The senate received eight other new 
measures, among them being a prima­ 
ry bill for the nomination of all pub­ 
lic officers by direct vote, introduced 
by Senator Rinear of Blufftou. 
Sena 
tor Reidelbaek of W inam ac offered a 
measure to abolish the office of county 
council and confer the powers of that 
office on the county commissioners. 
The house received seventeen new 
bills, among them being a measure to 
amend the public service commission 
act by bringing the stock yards under 
the commission’s jurisdiction. 


Prim ary Meature* Presented. 


The direct primary bills introduced 
by Senator Rinear and Representative 
Jones of Plymouth were sim ilar to a 
measure Introduced by Representative 
Jones at the last session of the gen­ 
eral assembly. 
The measure provides 
that Fnited States senators, represent­ 
atives, circuit, superior and probate 
judges, and county,~ tow n, city and 
township officers be nominated by di­ 
rect primaries to be held on the third 
Tuesday 
of 
May. 
This 
same 
day 
would he registration day. Convention 
delegates and party central commit­ 
tees also would be chosen at the pri­ 
mary. 
The senate committee on judiciary 
\ recommended for passage Senator 
YanAuken’s bill to curb lobbyists. The 
committee also reported favorably on 
Senator Eisn er’s bill to authorize far­ 
mers’ mutual fire insurance companies 
to insure property in towns. 
The com­ 
mittee h a s postponed consideration of 
Senator VanAuken’s bill to permit ap­ 
peal when a petition for an injunction 
or a receixer has been denied; and 
Senator Reidelbach’s bill to repeal the 
present law’ which prohibits a married 
woman from borrowing money without 
the consent of her husband. 


Would Abolish County Councils. 


Senator Reidelbach’s bill to abolish 
the office ot county council throughout 
the state was offered along with a 
measure to require boards of county 
commissioners to give bond for the 
faithful performance of their duties. 
W ith the commissioners under bond. 
Mr. 
Reidelbach believes they could 
perform the duties now performed by 
the county council, and would have 
power to make appropriations and to 
fix tax levies. 
Senator Zearing of I m 
dianapoiis offered a bill authorizing 
public offices, including state, county, 
tow’nship and city offices, to close at 
noon 
on 
Saturdays 
throughout 
the 
year. 
The senate passed to second reading 
Senator Kinder’s bill to raise G ary to 
a city of the second class and Senator 
VanAuken’s bill to exempt candidates 
for offices paying less than $ 2 0 0 from 
the filing of itemized statements of 
campaign expenses. 
Both bills wore 
ordered engrossed. 
The report of the committee on the 
affairs of the city of Indianapolis rec­ 
ommending for passage Senator H ar­ 
mon’s flood prevention bill was ap­ 
proved.

E x c e r p t F ro m R e ce nt A n n u a l R e p o rt of 
S e cre tary of A g ric u ltu re . 
On tbe subject of good roads the 
19 14 report of Secreta ry Houston sa ys 
in part: 
“ The problem of good roads, so far 
a s the federal government is concern 
ed. is how to inject its a ssista nce into 
the situa tion primarily so os to secure 
efficient expenditure. 
The people of 
the nation are intensely interested in 
this problem, and pressure will eon 
tinue f« >r action by the federal govern 
m e n t 
The ma tter is of sufficient im 
porta nce ip justify a ga in ¡111 a ttem pt to 
indica te the wise course of a ction in 
ca se the federal government is further 
to expa nd its a ctivities and lend direct 
support, 
if direct federal aid is to be 
expended it should be done only under 
such conditions a s will gua ra ntee a 
dolla r’s results for every dollar of ex 
penditure, and. a s lias been said, the 
em pha sis should be placed on the com ­ 
munity road, on the necessity of im ­ 
provement in an economica l ma nner of 
the dirt roads of the country, pa rticu­ 
larly through the chea per forms of con­ 
struction. such a s sa nd cla y, gravel 
a nd earth. 
Legisla tion should provide 
for co-operation between the federal 
government and the sta tes and that 
the sta te, through an expert highwa y 
commission, should be the low est unit 
with 
which 
the 
federa l 
machinery 
should deal. 
If the federal govern 
ment recognizes a ny other unit than 
the sta te highwa y commission it 
will 
complica te the situa tion in those sta tes 
where sa tisfa ctory developments ha ve 
taken place, and it will retard m ove­ 
ments in the right direction 
in other 
communities.”
